that he ia in a fair way to make arrange- 
ments with Spain that will remove the 
great cause of irritation in Cuba. lie 
haa submitted to the SpaulBl^ govern- 
ment, through Minister Taylor, a prop- 
osition that American citizens who are 
suspected of complicity with tbe insur- 
gents shall be immediately expelled 
from the island without imprisonment 
or prosecution, unless they shall volun- 
tarily return and place thomBolves in 
jeopardy. Tliia will not apply, however, 
to persons engaged in active hostilities 
and who have been taken with arms. 
Mr. Sherman ia alao proposing to nego- 
tiate a treaty with Spain by which the 
rights ol naturali/.ed citizens shall be 
dulined.

Smith, a Untmian uf tho San Joaquin 
k-ctric Company, on Tuesday after- 
oon, has not yet been aacertaiued. In 
oiue manner the electricity must have 
eeu transferred from tho live wires on 
10 one side of tho pole to those on the 
ther side, on which the men were re- 
mirine the fasleuings. But how Ihis 
vas done is elill u mailer of conjecture. 


Superintendent Jobn S. Eastwood is 


irm in tho belief that someone causci 
ho fatality by indulging in the prank ol 
hrowiug a baling wire or Ibe like across 
ho eleclric wires, Iberehy comniunicat- 
ng Ihe curreul from Ihe livo wires lo 
ho doad. He ia much wrought uo, nov 
1ml Iho malicious practice has resulted 
n the death of a workman, and will in 
jtitu'.s steps to bring tbe purpetrators to 
ustice. Mr. Eastwood has n collection 
ol pieces of baling wire which have been 
picked up along tho company's lines 
The practice is to attach a weight to th 
end of the wire and then hurl it up ove 
tho electric wires so that it will fa 
across Iheui. 
The electric wires are made of copper 


and when the baling wire is throw 
across them tbe softer inotal composin 
the eleclric wires fuses at the point o 
contact. This results in the severing o 
the heavy electric wires and the cost o 
repairing the damage amounts to con 
Biderable, not to speak of tbo great a" 
noyance that is caused. Theboye bfgi 
to throw wires over thu company's lln 
in this city its an after school pastitn 
mid Ibe company suffered seriously unlil 
an offer of a reward for Ihe arrest ol the 
mischievous youngsters put a stop lo it. 
Since Ihi n boys have been carrying on 
the praclice in tho country and the foot- 
hills between Ibis city and Ihe power 
houae. Tbo company has tried lo find 
out who Iho guilty ones were, inlendinii 
o mnko an example of them, but have 
teen unable to do so aa yet. 


Yesterday morning a lineman named 


George Anderson slnrtod out from Ihe 
lower house to follow the line to thie 
:ity, to locate, if possible, where the 
lead wires bad been connected with 
thope carrying Ibo current, which re- 
Bulled in Iho death of Lineman Smith. 
Anderson will reach Fresno some time 


°lt was not possible for tho failing ol a 
tree or limb over the wires to have 
caused the fatality. The company baa 
made a clearing on each sido of its line 
from Iho power house to this city, in 
order lo prevent any such danger. The 
theory advanced thai Smilh might have 
lost his balance and grabbed one of tbe 
live wires on tbo other side of the pole 
is hardly borne out, because tbe wire 
docs not show any elgns ol hayinr 
burned his hand. The burning tlosl 
would have blackened the wire.
